Such  honorary 
traveling  fellowships  do  not  carry  any  stipend  but  entitle  the 
holder  to  official  credentials  from  the  University,  which  may  be 
of  assistance  in  the  pursuit  of  studies  and  special  inquiries  in 
other  states  and  in  foreign  lands.  Applications  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  Division  on  the  same  date  as 
applications  for  all  other  fellowships,  indicated  below. 

H.  La  Verne  Noyes  Scholarships. 

Persons  who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  who  possess 
the  following  qualifications  may  obtain  free  tuition  to  procure  a 
college  or  university  training,  under  the  terms  of  the  will  of  the 
late  La  Verne  Noyes : 

First,  they  shall  themselves  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  the  war  into  which  our 
country  entered  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1917,  and  shall  have 
been  honorably  discharged  from  such  servdce,  or 

Second,  they  shall  be  descended  by  blood  from  someone  who 
has  serA^ed  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  said  war, 
and  who  either  is  still  in  said  service  or  whose  said  service  in  the 
army  or  na"v^  was  terminated  by  death  or  an  honorable  discharge. 

Five  scholarships  are  allotted  annually  hy  the  estate  of 
La  Verne  Noyes  to  the  University  of  California.  While  they  are 
intended  primarily  for  nurses  who  wish  to  pursue  studies  in 
Public  Health,  applications  from  men  will  also  be  considered. 

I.  Alumni  Association  Scholarships. 

The  San  Francisco  Alumni  Associations  of  Harvard  and  Yale 
Universities,  of  Radcliffe  College  and  other  institutions  maintain 
scholarships  at  their  Alma  ]\Iaters  for  California  students. 
Applications  for  one  of  these  scholarships  should  be  addressed 
directly  to  the  proper  Alumni  Association. 
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J.  Teaching  Fellowships. 

Teaching  fellowships  or  assistantships  will  be  available  in 
many  departments,  each  yielding  from  $600  to  $900  per  annum. 
Appointees  devote  about  one-half  of  their  time  to  teaching  duties 
and  the  rest  of  their  time  to  graduate  work.  Applications  for 
these  appointments  should  be  addressed  to  the  President  of  the 
University,  through  the  chairman  of  the  proper  department. 

FEES 

All  graduate  students  in  residence  at  Berkeley  pay  an  inci- 
dental fee  of  $25  per  half-year.  Graduate  students  who  are  not 
residents  of  the  State  of  California  pay  in  addition  a  tuition  fee 
of  $75  per  half-year,  except  students  who  possess  high  scholar- 
ship standing,  and  who  are  admitted  to  full  graduate  status  for 
graduate  study  leading  to  academic  (non-professional)  higher 
degrees  or  the  certificate  for  teachers.  In  the  Medical  School 
the  tuition  fee  is  $100  per  half-year  for  California  residents,  and 
$250  per  half-year  for  non-residents.  In  the  School  of  Juris- 
prudence students  are  subject  to  a  special  incidental  fee  of  $25 
per  semester  and  in  addition  non-residents  are  obliged  to  pay  a 
tuition  fee  of  $62.50  per  half-year.  A  commutation  of  fees  is 
made  for  part  time  academic  students.

GENERAL   INFORMATION 

It  is  expected  that  no  student  will  apply  for  a  fellowship  or 
graduate  scholarship  unless  he. is  free  to  accept  an  appointment; 
that  the  appointee  will  devote  his  full  time  to  his  university 
work ;  that  he  will  not  accept  any  otlier  employment,  except  by 
permission  of  the  President ;  and  that  he  will  not  surrender  the 
fellowship  or  scholarship  during  the  period  for  which  it  has  been 
awarded. 

Opportunities  for  advanced  study  and  research  in  the  various 
departments  are  described  in  the  Announcements  of  the 
Graduate  Division. 

Applications  for  fellowships  and  graduate  scholarships, 
together  with  letters  of  recommendation  from  instructors  in 
support  of  the  application,  should  be  filed  with  the  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  Division  by  February  20.  Awards  will  be  made  not 
later  than  April  1.  Acceptance  of  an  award  must  be  made  in 
writing  not  later  than  Apr-il  15.  From  the  Dean  may  be  obtained 
the  blank  form  of  Application  for  Felloivships  and  Graduate 
Scholarships.  The  general  Circular  of  Information  concerning 
the  University,  the  Announcements  of  the  Graduate  Division, 
the  annual  Announcement  of  Courses,  and  the  special  circular 
regarding  fees,  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Mailing 
Division  of  the  University.
